24 changes and alterations 
Se) j £4 3" 4 Sunder" the 
W$S>59 late Kings Confeſſor 
they haue taken all his Offices, and quit- 
ted him of hisrent, which was a goodre- 
uenue , amounting to more then 30000, 
Ducats : Being, befides, commanded to 
leaue the Court, and to retire himfelfe to a 
Monaſtery of his owne Order , ſome 20. 
leagues diſtant fromthe Court. As ſoone 
as he was gone out of Madrid, they ſeized 
ypon all that hehad ;Andiourneying vp- 
on the way, there were certain Officers fer 
of purpoſe to regiſter what hee carried 
with him, and to ſtrip him of all ſauc his 
apparell and what was needfull for his

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journey. The ſelfe-ſame day they bani- 
ſhed the Dukeof U3eda, and Haid hands 
onhis Secretarte, and likewiſe quitted all 
hisſeruants and officers from the Palace, 
which had been placed there by the Duke 
of Lerwia. 

Moreouer, his Maieſtie publiſhed a 
Decree or Schedule, giuing commiſsion to 
Don Fernando { arillo,and other Tudges,for 
examining of all thoſe Mercedes or Fa- 
uours, whichthe deceaſed King had con- 
ferred on' the Duke of *Lerma, his. ſonnes 
and ſervants, to {ce if there were. juſt 
cauſe.,' and reaſon ſuffecient-for the be- 
ſtowing the ſaid fauours, and in caſe that 


theyſhouldnorfind it to bee'fo , then ro. 


proceedaccording to Tuſtice. 


: Touching the buſineſle of the Duke of 
Offana;thereistio good blood in it ,'it is . 


all very foulefor-they haue aid to his 
charge the vildeſt and'moſt-enormous 
things that euer wereheard-of, and they 


haveclapt him vp'in priſon; with a very

King hath a purpoſe to repairo the repu- 
tation of this Monarchy, which was -rea- 
dy to run to ruine,for-waurt of executing 
luſtice (which is theprop of eſtares..) /al- 
deron had beene once more pur ro the tor- 
meut , if-hee had. not freely confeſled all, 
which they were willing ro worke out of 
him; Hee himſelfe wrote his owne con- 
feſsion, containing ſeuen ſheetes of pa- 
per. Ir is thoughrt,ere it be [ong,rhat the 
will make a riddance of all thoſe that were 
the Dukes followers, and more particu- 
larly,of thoſe thatwerehis houſhold fer- 
uants (eodem pane & aqua wiuentes) that 
had eaten of his bread, and dranke of his 
drinke :to ſo bad a /paſleisthe promation 
of the Duke of Lermanawcome, that it ts 
great pitie ro ſee hop devetedly they walke vp 
aud downe ; liks men that are-trodenirynder 
foot, newer to riſe againes\ His Maieſtic hath 
nominated a Comimiztee, forthe reforming 
of all the diſorders and cuill cuſtames of 
the Court, and,ance:aweekothey meets 
for the ordeting. of; what. is: requifite-in 
this kind: andthat buſineſſe is fo farre ad- 
uanced,thatthey are come to a repartiti- 
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on, or dividing of all the ſtreets in Ma- 
drid,betweene the eAlcaldes,who goe from 
houſc to houſe , ro know what people 
lodge therein,and whattheir buſineſle is, 
Father Florentiais of this Junta or { om- 
mittee, and carrics a greathand, not onely 
in this, but in all things elſe, andthe King ts 
well pleaſed with his counſell and aduice: 
Itis now well knowne that he is Confeflor 
to the two Infanta's, Charles and Ferdinand, 
Thepeople are generally well conten-
